This  commemorative  coin  is  the 
only  one  to  have  faces  of  the 
same  person  facing  in  two 
different  direction ' s that ' s 
where  the  title  comes  from, 

GOING  LEFT,  COMING  RIGHT.

The  Eisenhower  Centennial  Dollar  marks  the  100th  Anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  this  countries  34th  President  and  Supreme 
Allied  Commander  of  European  Theater  of  Operations  against  Nazi  forces  of 
Adolf  Hitler.  He  was  instrumental  in  .developing  the  invasion  plans  and 
commanding  all  forces  in  the  western  front  in  the  June  6,  1944,  D-Day 
invasion  of  occupied  Europe. 

Eisenhower,  affectionately  known  as  Ike  to  both  friends  and  the  general 
public,  is  depicted  in  duel  bust/profile  devices  on  the  obverse. 

The  forward  image  facing  right  represents  Eisenhower,  the  President. 
It  is  superimposed  on  the  background  portrait,  facing  left,  which  depicts 
him  wearing  a military  overseas  cap  with  the  General's  five  star  insignia  on 
it.  Despite  the  similarity,  it  will  undoubtedly  be,  Eisenhower,  the 
General,  who  is  perhaps  best  remembered  by  thousands  of  veterans  of  World 
War  II. 

The  legend's  "LIBERTY"  with  the  mint  mark  directly  below  it  is  on  the 
left  side  and  "IN  GOD  WE  TRUST"  in  2 lines  on  the  right  side  of  the  bust. 

President  Eisenhower  is  best  remembered  by  U.S.  Citizens  as  one  of  the 
most  popular  chief  executives.  In  his  two  terms,  the  United  States 
increased  by  two  states,  Alaska  and  Hawaii.  The  most  important  things  Ike 
did  was  to  end  the  Korean  War  with  his  devotion  to  peace  and  America  was 
launched  into  the  space  age. 

Arched  around  the  top  half  of  the  obverse  is  the  inscription 
"EISENHOWER  CENTENNIAL".  The  duel  dates  "1890-1990"  are  centered  below  the 
bust.  The  central  device  in  the  reverse  shows  the  farmhouse  at  Gettysburg 
(Pennsylvania)  National  Military  Historical  site,  adjacent  to  the  Gettysburg 
National  Military  Park.  This  is  the  farm  where  the  former  President  and  the 
First  Lady,  Mamie  Eisenhower,  called  home  and  where  they  retired  to  after 
leaving  the  White  House  in  1961.  This  was  the  only  home  that  the 
Eisenhower's  owned. 

The  design  shows  both  front  and  right  side  views  of  the  farmhouse.  The 
scene  is  simply  identified  by  two  words  below,  "Eisenhower  Heme".  How  many 
summer  evenings  did  the  General  sit  on  the  front  porch  of  the  farmhouse  and 
reflect  on  his  military  career  and  of  the  soldiers  that  took  part  in  the 
great  battle  just  a short  distance  away,  a hundred  years  earlier  of  two 
armies,  one  is  Blue  and  the  other  in  Gray  but  both  calling  themselves 
Americans .

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FRQM  SAGAN  TO  MOOSBURG 
by  Fred  J.  Borgmann  - WNWA 

After  more  than  twenty  years 
as  a collector  of  military  medals 
I can  safely  say  that  even  the 
most  common  POW  medals  are 
scarce.  In  all  those  years  I 
have  never  run  across  any  medals 
relating  to  Americans  as  POWs . 
The  probable  reason  for  the  lack 
of  American  medals  is  that  as 
PCWs , Americans  have  never  been 
treated  as  well  as  they  treat 
their  captives. 

All  this  changed  a few  years 
ago  when  the  following  four 
medals  were  discovered  in  a 
Chicago  area  estate  sale.  Each 
of  the  medals  is  die  struck  in 
high  grade  silver  indicating  that 
they  were  produced  after  the  war 
and  not  in  any  prison  camps. 

MEDAL  #1  is  38m.  The 
obverse  features  a Nazi  era 
Luftwaffe  eagle  with  an  upward 
pointing  sword  in  the  background. 
At  the  top  is  the  legend  "STALAG 
LUFT  3."  This  is  the  camp  at 
Sagan.  The  reverse  has  an 
American  pilot  wings  insignia 
with  one  of  the  wings  clipped  and 
encumbered  with  a ball  and  chain. 
Above  this  are  three  emblems 
without  wings  representing  a 
bombardier , an  air  crew  member 
and  a navigator. 

MEDAL  #2  is  35mm.  The 
obverse  features  a guard  tower 
and  three  strands  of  barbed  wire 
below  the  legend  "STALAG  LUFT 
III."  The  reverse  has  a Nazi 
eagle  and  the  legend  "STALAG  VI IA 
MOOSBURG  GERMANY." 
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MEDAL  #3  is  25mm.  The 
obverse  also  features  the  clipped 
pilot  wings  design  found  on  medal 
#1  with  the  legend  "MOOSBURG 
GERMANY."  The  reverse  shows  a 
wood  chip  heater,  an  ingenious 
device  for  burning  wood  chips 
which  included  a hand  cranked 
supercharger.  "STALAG-VILLA"  is 
above  and  1945  is  at  the  bottom. 

MEDAL  #4  is  25mm.  The 
obverse  features  a loaded 
homemade  style  sled  of  the  type 
used  by  the  POWs  to  transport 
their  gear  on  their  forced  march 
from  Sagan  to  Moosburg.  Around 
the  sled  is  the  legend 
"EVACUATION  OF  SAGAN  Jan.  27." 
On  the  reverse  is  the  coiled  in- 
sorption  "SAGAN  - HALBAU  - 
FREIWALDAU  - MUSKAU  - GRAUSTEIN  - 
SPREMBERG  - CHEMNITZ  - ZWICKAU- 
NEUMARK  - PLAUEN  - HOF  - NURNBERG 
-MOOSBURG."  This  is  the  route  of 
the  march. 

The  designs  of  these  medals 
are  very  symbolic  and  self 
explanatory  but  still  leave  some 
unanswered  questions . Who 

authorized  the  medals  and  where 
were  they  minted?  How  were  the 

(medals  distributed?  Hopefully 
someone  reading  this  will  be  able 
to  provide  the  answers.

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THREE  COMMISSIONERS  FROM  OSHKOSH 
By  Harold  Helm  - WNWA 

The  Assay  Commission  is  one 
of  the  oldest  institutions  in  the 
annals  of  American  History.  The 
original  provision  for  this  body 
was  made  in  the  Act  of  April  2, 
1792,  section  18,  which 
established  the  Mint  and  provided 
for  a national  coinage. 

First  authorized  to  serve  on 
the  commission  in  1837,  public 
members  have  been  appointed  by 
the  President  Continuously  at 
least  since  1874,  according  to 
available  records.  President 
Carter,  in  1977,  discontinued  the 
use  of  members  from  the  general 
public  to  served  on  the  annual 
U.S.  Assay  Commission.  This  made 
1976  the  last  year  the  general 
public  was  used. 

The  commissioners  were 
appointed  by  the  President  and 
met  on  the  second  Wednesday  in 
February  each  year . Each 
commissioner  would  receive  a 
medal  for  their  participation. 

The  main  basis  for  this 
article  is  not  about  the  Assay 
Commission  itself,  but  about 
three  persons  who  served  as 
commissioners.  Many  people  have 
served  throughout  the  years,  from 
all  walks  of  life,  and  from  all 
parts  of  the  country.  The  three 
I will  describe  here  are  from 
Oshkosh,  Wisconsin.  They  are 
Samuel  M.  Hay  - served  1893,  H.O. 
Granberg  - 1916-1917 , and  Larry 
J.  Spanbauer  - served  1976. 


Samuel  M.  Hay  was  born 
August  7,  1825  in  Pennsylvania. 

In  1848  he  moved  to  Oshkosh,  and 
went  into  his  own  business  as  a 
master  tinsmith.  Orson  J.  Clark 
became  a partner  with  Hay,  and 
the  firm  of  Hay  & Clark  was 
formed  in  1851.  During  the  Civil 
War  there  were  16  merchants  that 
issued  their  own  tokens  from 
Oshkosh,  the  firm  of  Hay  & Clark 
was  one  of  these  merchants. 

Sam  Hay  served  as  mayor  of 
Oshkosh  in  1858-59.  He  was 
elected  to  the  state  senate  in 
1862.  He  also  served  on  the 
"State  Board  of  Regents"  for  15 
years . 

Besides  being  president  of 
his  hardware  business,  he  also 
became  president  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Oshkosh  in  1865, 
remaining  in  this  position  until 
his  retirement  in  January  of 
1904. 

It  was  in  1893,  that 
President  Benjamin  Harrison 
appointed  Samuel  M.  Hay  to  serve 
on  the  U.S.  Assay  Commission  in 
Philadelphia. 

It  is  not  known  if  he 
collected  any  numismatic 

material.  However,  his  signature 
has  appeared  on  numerous  National 
Bank  Notes  as  President  for  39 
years.  Also  there  were  two 
varieties  of  Civil  War  Tokens 
from  his  business.  He  died  in 
1906. 

H.O.  Granberg  resided  in 
Oshkosh  most  of  his  life.  His 
full  name  was  "Hawkin  Olson 
Granberg",  but  was  known  as  Henry 
Granberg,  or  just  H.O.  Granberg. 
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In  1905,  he  was  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  six  different 
mining  and  milling  companies  in 
three  different  towns  in  Wyoming, 
and  also  in  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin. 
By  1910,  instead  of  various  small 
mining  companies , he  became 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Hahn ' s Peak  Gold  Mining  and 
Milling  Company,  which  had  an 
office  in  Oshkosh.  He  became 
president  of  the  same  company  in 
1915  or  1916.  By  1928,  besides 
his  mining  interests  he  also  went 
into  the  printing  business  with 
his  son  Earl.  This  printing 
company  was  known  as  the  Granberg 
Press . 

On  the  numismatic  side  of 
H.O.  Granberg,  it  is  known  that 
he  was  the  second  owner  of  the 
famous  Idler  1804  Dollar.  He 
bought  the  coin  in  1906,  and 
added  it  to  his  large  collection. 

This  coin  was  in  the  sale  of 
the  Granberg  collection,  July  14, 
1913,  which  was  conducted  by  B. 
Max  Mehl.  The  coin  was  removed 
from  the  sale  because  of  many 
controversies  as  to  it's 
genuineness.  It  was  later  sold 
to  William  C.  Atwater.  Many 
stories  have  been  writen  about 
this  coin. 

H.O.  Granberg  was  elected 
president  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  in  1915. 
Woodrow  Wilson  to  serve  on  the 
Assay  Commission  for  two 
consecutive  years  in  1916  and 
1917.  He  died  in  the  mid  1940's 
as  a very  famous  man. 


Larry  J.  Spanbauer  is  a 
machinist  at  Rockwell  Company  in 
Oshkosh.  He  has  been  active  in 
numerous  local  organizations.  As 
for  numismatics,  Larry  has  held 
the  post  of  president  of  the 
Oshkosh  Coin  Club  and  was  editor 
of  the  state  journal  for 
Numismatists  of  Wisconsin,  NOW 
NEWS.  He  has  written  many 
articles  that  have  appeared  in 
numerous  publications. 

Larry  is  the  author  of  two 
books  on  counterfeit  coins.  The 
first  book  was  a paper  back  book, 
written  in  1975.  It  was  in  four 
different  parts.  "Counterfeits 
of  United  States  Coins".  The 
second  book  was  written  in  1979 
and  co-authored  with  the  late 
Virgil  Hancock.  It  was  hard 
covered  and  titled  "Standard 
Catalog  of  United  States  Altered 
and  Counterfeit  Coins". 

President  Gerald  Ford 
appointed  Larry  to  serve  on  the 
Assay  Commission  in  1976,  the 
last  year  the  general  public 
served . 

Although  all  three 
commissioners  have  led  different 
lives,  they  all  have  their  names 
recorded  in  the  history  of 
numismatics.
